COUNCIL ROW 
OVER CLINIC

HONITON Town Council and Honiton Senior 
Council have blasted the decision by the Devon 
NHS Partnership Trust not to use The Bungalow as 
a facility to assess or treat patients suffering from 
dementia. 

As exclusively revealed in the Pulman’s View last week 
the trust has said that the unit definitely does have a long 
term future in the town but that it was unclear in what 
capacity it would operate. 

The trust also claimed that they were keen to talk to local 
residents about “exploring alternative ways to meet local 
needs”. 

Tony Smith, of the senior council, said he cannot believe 
the decision and is calling for the trust to arrange a public 
meeting in the town. 

He said: “I cannot believe what they (the trust) is saying. 
How can they say that? I would ask them if they would 
dare to call another meeting in the town. 

“I was around one of 80 residents who attended a 
meeting to talk about and learn what was to happen to a 
place almost everyone present felt had been doing a very 
good job before being closed to have a new roof errected. 

“Most came away from the meeting believing The 
Bungalow was to be re-opened in the spring with treatment 
for those suffering from dementia returning to a place 
where they have been helped by a well trained and 
understanding staff. 

“I dare the trust to call another meeting with the people 
of Honiton. Will they send a delegation to explain 
switching The Bungalow’s role from assessment or 
treatment for dementia to caring for people with acute 
functional illness such as depression?” 

Mr Smith added that if the trust were to hold another 
public meeting he would be demanding direct answers. 

He said: “If the trust dares to call another meeting, hire 
a bigger hall and I’ll be there asking questions and 
demanding answers. Carers need a unit in Honiton, like 
The Bungalow, to ease the pressure on them when a 
relative or friend suffers from dementia.” 

Vernon Whitlock, chair of the Honiton Town Council 
policy committee, said: “Honiton Town Council has been 
pressing Devon NHS Partnership Trust to reopen The

Bungalow and reinstate services for older people with 
mental health needs. At a packed council meeting at the 
end of last year, members of the public including GPs and 
those who care for family members voiced their concern 
about withdrawal of services to the chief executive of the 
trust, Iain Tulley. 

“The news that The Bungalow will not now be used to 
provide respite and support for older people with mental 
health needs is a great disappointement. Mr Tulley 
promised that a range of community services would be 
provided to replace those previously offered by dedicated 
staff at The Bungalow. Many of these services have yet to 
materialise. This places a continuing burden on family 
carers and I am concerned that the needs of some of the 
most vulnerable people in our community are still not 
being met.” 

Mr Whitlock added that he has asked for the issue to be 
placed on the agenda for the March town council meeting 
as a matter of urgency and that the town council will aim 
to secure a further face to face showdown with Mr Tulley.

£15k worth 
tools stolen

MORE than £15,000 worth of 
tools and equipment have been 
stolen from a lock-up in Weston, 
Honiton, recently.

“A SUBSTANTIAL package of 
community benefits” will be 
revealed by Sainsbury’s at its 
second information day to be held 
in Ottery St Mary on Saturday, 
February 27th.

Assault men 
to stand trial 

THREE men from Exeter have 
been charged with an assault 
against two men from Honiton 
following an incident at the Pit 
Club in Honiton. 

The incident took place in the early 
hours of March 21st 2009. 

According to police reports, four 
men were arrested within days of the 
assault. Two of the suspects were 
released with no further action taken 
against them at the time. 

However, a further investigation 
was launched and one of the suspects 
who was released was rearrested. 

The three men are due to stand trial 
at Exeter Crown Court on 
Wednesday, June 23rd. 

Ian Tyers, the detective sergeant 
leading the investigation, said: “No 
matter how long it takes we will 
ensure that all investigative avenues 
are exhausted. 

“Fortunately such serious assaults 
are rare events in east Devon but this 
incident resulted in nasty, long term 
injuries and it is right that the 
evidence in relation to those involved 
should be heard before the crown 
court.”

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Biodiversity 
nature report 

A REPORT is going to be 
produced detailing the 
biodiversity of six Blackdown 
Hills parishes, including 
Hemyock. 

Dr David Allen will be in charge of 
these reports which will include 
maps showing areas of important 
habitat or notable species, and ideas 
for nature conservation action that 
the local community might like to 
pursue. 

They have three basic elements: A 
description of the parish’s wildlife, 
some initial ideas for action, and a 
section linking the wildlife to the 
Devon Biodiversity and Geodiversity 
Action Plan (BAP). 

The Devon BAP provides a 
framework for the co-ordinated 
action for the county’s most 
important habitat and species. These 
particular reports are important 
because any local action carried out 
can contribute towards wildlife 
conservation priorities on a national 
scale.

Visitors treble 
hailing PACT 
format success 


A NEW PACT meeting format 
was hailed a success after the 
number of visitors more than 
trebled. 

PACT stands for Partners and 
Communities Together, and is a 
police-led initiative also involving 
local authorities and other 
agencies. 

Members of the public are 
invited once or twice a year to air 
any concerns relating to issues 
covered by PACT members. 

Previous PACT meetings in 
Axminster Guildhall have 
struggled to attract the general 
public, the highest attendance 
being just over 30 people for one 
meeting. 

Previous meetings have featured 
a panel of PACT members, led by 
a chairman, with speeches 
followed by questions from the 
floor. 

But on January 28th, a new 
workshop-style format was tried. 
Instead of a chairman leading the 
meeting, the various organisations 
and agencies got a table each in 


the Guildhall, and visitors could 
speak directly and individually 
with a person dealing with a 
specific matter. 

For example, Devon County 
Council’s Highways table and 
East Devon District Council’s dog 
warden table were reported to 
have been quite busy. 

Axminster Town Council 
representatives were at the 
meeting and councillor Jeremy 
Walden said the meeting and its 
new format was “very good”. 

Since the meeting, councillor 
Douglas Hull has also praised 
fellow councillor John Jeffery for 
greeting people at the meeting and 
escorting them to the people they 
wished to see. 

More than 100 people attended 
the meeting, and afterwards 
representatives left with a much 
greater knowledge of what people 
in the local area feel strongly 
about according to police. 

When promoting the meeting, 
police deliberately played down 
its own involvement and marketed 
the event along the lines of a Let’s 


Talk Community Issues meeting 
as opposed to another PACT event. 

A total of 86 issues were raised, 
and a clear top three list was 
established. The issue people were 
most concerned about was 
maintenance of roads, second was 
dog fouling, with parking third. 

PC Darren Herridge, who 
attended the meeting, said: 
“Before we set these priorities in 
stone, I would like to give 
residents a short amount of time to 
contact us if they disagree that this 
is what our partner agencies and 
ourselves should concentrate on. 

“We will then look at working 
closely with the relevant agency to 
ensure that the matters raised are 
resolved if possible.”

AN iconic village hall will return 
to its former home and serve as a 
museum after more than 60 years 
of sterling service to the people of 
Umborne. 

In its place will be a new purpose- 
built village hall more suited to 21st 
Century peacetime. 

Umborne Hall’s farewell gig will be 
on Friday, February 26th when a soup 
and pudding evening is staged for 
those still alive who have kept it going 
over the years. 

The wartime Nissen hut will be 
dismantled in March and taken back 
to the airfield in Dunkeswell and 
turned into a museum. 

The corrugated hut once 
accommodated American airmen at 
the airfield in Dunkeswell, and the 
trust aims to house a wartime artefacts 
museum in the hut. 

A statement issued by Umborne 
Institute secretary Geoff Elliott 
explained: “For more than 60 years it 
has stood on a junction of narrow 
country lanes in the hamlet of 
Umborne, providing the scattered 
community with its only meeting 
place. 

“It was the WI — later to disaffiliate 
itself from the national body and 


become the Umborne Ladies Social 
Club — which bought the corrugated 
hut and turned it into what it has since 
become: Devon’s most quaint, 
draughty, damp, leaky, loved and 
unloved village hall.” 

Institute trustees have been 
fundraising towards a replacement for 
many years. 

Having raised £41,000, most of it 
from community events in the hall, 
they have also attracted £27,000 in 
grants. 

Another £20,000 must be raised, but 
trustees have accepted a quotation 
from Harris Timber Products, based at 
Whimple, to erect a timber-framed 
building on the site of the old hut. 

It is hoped building work will begin 
in mid-March, the site being 
expanded with land given by farmer 
Lilian Bird for a larger car park. 

Construction time is estimated at 12 
weeks — so the first event should take 
place before the end of the summer. 

Umborne Institute chairman Rob 
Summers said that the trustees had 
two choices: to accept the grants 
being offered through the Community 
Council of Devon, knowing that more 
money had to be found from 
somewhere, or reject the offers that 
would probably never be made again. 

He added: “We chose to go ahead. 
We felt we had to do something for 


local people even if we had to go to 
them again for more money. We had 
been promising it to them for so 
long.” 

In March trustees will visit all local 
households, asking them to buy 
Umborne bonds and the chance of a 
big prize in an annual draw. The 
bonds will be loans, to be repaid on 
demand or as soon as the trustees have 
raised enough money to clear them. 

Alternatively, people can make gifts 
under the Revenue and Customs Gift 
Aid scheme that will then be worth a 
further 25 per cent to the hall’s 
rebuilding. 

At the institute’s annual meeting 
recently, people were able to study 
plans both for the hall and for raising 
more money, and gave unanimous 
support, according to the institute. 

Trustees Rob Summers, Eleanor 
Wood, Paul Lorster and Kimmo Evans 
were re-elected and were joined by 
new trustee Neville Cheeseman. 

Tributes were paid to Neil Shepherd 
who had contributed energetically as 
a trustee until his sudden death in 
December 2009. The website he built 
for the community will stand as his 
legacy. It will now be run by his 
closest friend. Bill Corr.

King Edward’s 
walking stick 
under hammer

A WALKING stick that once 
belonged to King Edward VII 
will go under the hammer at a 
Honiton auction house. 

The prized possession could fetch 
around £300 and has been in the same 
east Devon family since 1945. 

Sir Ralph Champneys Williams met 
the King and Queen Mary on their 
tour of India — the King presented 
Sir Ralph with one of his own 
walking sticks and in return Sir Ralph 
presented the Queen with a copy of 
his memoirs. 

However, the walking stick was lost 
during a house fire at the family home 
in Kenya. But all was not lost. A few 
years later Sir Ralph’s son, Major 
Geoffrey Howard-Williams, wrote to 
King George VI, who was on the 
throne at the time, to ask for a 
replacement. 

In due course, back from 
Sandringham came a package, dated 
December 29th 1945. 

Since then the walking stick, which 
is stamped ‘Balmoral’ and bears King 
Edward VII’s crest, has remained in 
the family, passing by descent to the 
present owner, Sir Ralph’s great 
grandson who discovered it whilst 
emptying his late father’s home in 
east Devon. 

Liz Chilcott, 


auctioneers, said: “Obviously this 
walking stick — like the one it 
replaced — was a dear friend to Sir 
Ralph and while it is likely to sell for 
less than £300 the story behind how it 
came to be sent from Sandringham to 
Kenya is really heartwarming. 

“Clearly Sir Ralph was held in very 


high regard by the royal family and it 
is a mark of King George’s 
generosity, for which he was well 
known. We are delighted to be asked 
to auction it.” 

The auction takes place at Chilcott’s 
Honiton showroom on Silver Street 
on Saturday, February 27th.

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Store’s amended bid 


GERMAN supermarket chain Aldi 
has officialy handed in its amended 
application to build a store in 
Honiton. 

The application was received by East 
Devon District Council (EDDC) last 
week and includes plans to build a 1,543 
square metre foodstore with associated 
access, car parking and landscaping. 

If the plan is approved the Aldi store 
will be built on the site of Slade’s 
Countrywise, opposite the Honiton 
Motel at Turks Head. 

As previously reported, Aldi has 
received a warm welcome in Honiton 
with members of the town council and 
members of the chamber of commerce 


giving the application their backing. 

A spokesman for Aldi said: “Aldi 
already have a planning consent for, and 
are the freehold owners of, the ‘Slades 
Countrywise’ site in Honiton, consent 
was granted in 2009. 

“We have resubmitted an application 
to make a few minor amendments to the 
existing consent to bring the store size in 
line with the Aldi 2010 specification.”

EDITOR — Having read the article 
by Ben Middleton about car parking 
for EDDC staff I was tmly shocked to 
see that they do not have to pay. 

Any person who is able to park 
immediately outside their place of 
work is, in my opinion, in a very 
privileged position, unlike, for 
example, a person who may work in 
Boots in the High Street who will 
either have to find on-street parking 
with probably a fifteen minute walk 
or alternatively pay for parking all 
day in a public car park. 

State employees whose jobs are 
normally somewhat safer than in 
other commercial companies in these 
difficult times should be glad they 
have a job and should be quite 
prepared to pay out, I feel, at least £2 
per day — if it will go towards 
maintaining EDDC coffers — is a 
respectable amount and would help to 
stop any increase in Council Tax. 

I hardly feel that anyone will hand 


in their notice even with the threat of 
a unitary council. 

On doing some research I find that 
Exeter College, where I worked until 
retirement, brought in charges about 
four years ago and staff have to pay 
£4 per day, £2.50 if less than six 
hours. Were they outraged? of course 
they were. But they had to pay and 
now many more use car-share or 
public transport. 

At Exeter University staff have been 
paying for around 10 years and 
interestingly they are now bringing in 
a scheme to hit the gas guzzlers hard 
with lower costs to smaller more 
efficient vehicles. 

This ‘green’ initiative is surely the 
way to go. Even visitors pay £3 a day. 
Staff at DCC pay up to £2 a day 
depending on salary again an 
encouragement for car-sharing and 
use of public transport. 

Councillor Roger Giles was quite 
right to raise the suggestion of car 


parking charges for staff and I find it 
quite deplorable that he was not 
supported in his views. 

The pathetic response from the 
EDDC spokesperson following 
consultation with the management, 
quoted: “Sidmouth is very different 
from Exeter as it has no railway 
station and a very limited bus 
service”, poppycock. Staff at DCC 
County Hall are hardly likely to use 
the railway as the station is a good 
half hour walk or a walk to the bus 
station and then a bus out along 
Top sham Road. 

As for Sidmouth having a limited 
bus service — buses arrive in 
Sidmouth before 9am from Exeter, 
Newton Poppleford, Clyst St Mary, 
Seaton, Exmouth, Budleigh Salterton, 
Colaton Raleigh and Honiton and also 
return with a choice of times after 
5pm.

I would ask that Mark Williams, 


chief executive EDDC, by copy of my 
letter, raise the matter again with his 
management and discuss fully. 

I also find it quite extraordinary that 
the corporate overview and scrutiny 
committee can throw out such an 
income-producing suggestion so 
lightly. Roger Giles is obviously a 
responsible citizen who intelligently 
spotted a means of increasing EDDC 
income without, as ever, burdening 
council tax payers. Every possible 
means of saving money and 
increasing income needs to be looked 
at and this seems a simple, easy way 
to institute and manage policy which 
could bring almost instant results.

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A talk on glory 
days riding the 
rail at meeting 


IN a talk to the Devonshire 
Association Sean Day-Lewis — a 
name not unknown in these parts and 
a member of the association — gave a 
dissertation on the glory days of the 
railways in Devon. 

Opening with a painting of the Blue Star 
locomotive by Peter Lund, who was 
present, he gave a vivid account of the 
golden days of railways and of steam in 
particular. 

He remarked with some regret that while 
it was difficult to put a date to the 
beginning or end of that era, we might all 
agree that it is not now. 

His 21st birthday present from his 
mother had been a non-stop trip from 
Sidmouth junction to Waterloo on the 
Southern Belle. 

Officially non-stop it actually had to 
change engines at Wilton as the tender 
could not carry sufficient water. 

Sean went on to give a history of events 
which led to the coming of the tracks to 
Seaton and was able to show that railways 
- of a sort - had existed as far back as the 
17th century but it was not until 1830 that 
saw the true dawn of the system which 
would dominate the transport scene until 


the 1960s. 

By 1907 there were 19,500 miles of 
track. The track to Seaton was opened in 
1867, now used by the tramway, and 
closed in 1966. 

Following that decision what Sean 
referred to as vandalism was to be seen all 
over the region and the Axe Vale line was 
reduced to single track. 

Eventually design work started on a new 
loop at Axminster and the line was opened 
in 2009 allowing an hourly service to 
Waterloo. 

In order to defray costs staffing has been 
cut and the station is now only partially 
manned — hardly an encouragement to 
customers. 

An announcement that unattended 
parcels will be removed still exists though 
it is not clear who will do that. 

Mr Day-Lewis, a traditionalist as well as 
a realist, is nevertheless not greatly 
enamoured of modern rail. 

In his dry way he radiated wit as well as 
wisdom and gave his audience much to 
think about. 

On March 10th the talk will be on Some 
Remarkable Devon Women and is open to 
all. The meeting will be held at Colyton 
Memorial Sports Pavilion at 2.30pm. 


Retired GP gives an 
insight into practice

Dr Askew grew up in Berkshire, and 
trained as a doctor at St George’s Hospital 
before coming to Devon as a houseman at 
the old Royal Devon and Exeter Hospital 
in Southernhay. 

He then left Devon to spend five years 
with the RAF, which included a three-year 
posting to Germany. 

On returning to civilian life, Dr Askew 
came back to work as a GP in Colyton and 
Seaton.

members, Dr Askew was thanked by Anne 
Long.

Kids’ writer

If Lent is regarded as a time for 
growing perhaps such studies or 
courses are for you? Do look in the 
local churches. 

In response to a recent letter in this 
newspaper, the writer of which has 
been contacted, we are always ready 
to receive any relevant information 
from all Christian churches. The 
churches in the larger towns in our 
area have been invited to send in 
regular items and some arrange a rota 
with all their denominations. Copy 
date is noon every Wednesday and my 
email address is

So a reminder of the Lent coffee 
mornings, each Friday from February 
19th in the URC Hall, Seaton, from 
10-1 lam. 

As was mentioned last week, most 
of the local churches and chapels are 
arranging special events for Lent but 
to get the latest information the best 
source will be local church magazines 
or noticeboards. Churches in Devon 
plan to cut their carbon footprint for 
Lent. This means turning lights off 
and heating down, and encouraging 
people to share journeys to church. 
Devon churches are aiming to reduce 
carbon emissions by 42 per cent over 
10 years. 

For those who rely upon their radios 
and televisions, the BBC has just 
announced some of its special 
programmes for Holy Week and 
Easter. On BBC 1 in Holy Week there 
will be a documentary with Nicky 
Campbell who asks the question Are 
Christians Being Persecuted? 
Another documentary, The Day that 
Jesus Died, is to be shown on Good 
Friday, April 2nd, which includes 
interviews with the Archbishops of 


Canterbury and York explaining the 
meaning of the crucifixion for non 
believers. 

A week or so ago, we reported on 
the meeting of the General Synod of 
the Church of England (CofE) at 
which the president of the Methodist 
Conference spoke of falling numbers 
in his church to about 265,000 
members, and the Church of England 
now standing at 960,000 monthly 
worshippers. The two churches had 
formal talks about full unity ending in 
1972 with a proposal for unity, but it 
failed on a vote. Perhaps it is time that 
both parties thought and talked again, 
because it is not just about union but 
about God’s purpose for the Christian 
churches in our time. There is 
considerable co-operation between 
both churches and others in east 
Devon. 

Prayers for the new year, a service 
for the Week of Prayer for Christian 
Unity, and still to come the Women’s 
World Day of Prayer on March 5th. 
In at least one of our local towns 
Anglican ministers are found 
regularly, by request leading Sunday 
worship in the local Methodist 
churches. It is also noted that the 
season of weekly simple Lent lunches 
at Colyton is for the second year 
being held on a Tuesday in the 
Colyton Methodist Church Hall — 
with pancakes being a feature of the 
first week. 

I have not included much in this 
column about Lay Readers — to use 
the Anglican name — recently, but 
this term covers all those men and 
women who serve in similar roles in 
other churches. In the CofE, it 
indicates a lay person who is licensed 
to conduct certain religious services. 
In its present form, the office dates 
from 1866 when the first readers in 
the CofE were admitted to office in 
the Diocese of Gloucester. The duties 



which may be assigned to them 
include the taking of morning and 
evening prayer including preaching; 
they may also preach at Holy 
Communion, and with their 
incumbents’ approval may carry out 
teaching and pastoral work. With 
additional training and special 
permission they may lead services of 
Communion by Extension and 
minister at funerals. To have a back¬ 
up of readers at every church is one 
way of minimizing the effect of the 
current reduction in ordained clergy. 

Parishes in Honiton Deanery have 
been asked to look seriously amongst 
their people to see if any are being 
called to the Reader Ministry. Do ask 
current readers about this or enquire 
from the Exeter reader co-ordinator 
on 01392 294907. There are now 
some 10,000 readers of both sexes in 
the CofE. Readers are especially in 
demand when parishes have a 
vacancy, or where there is illness or 
holidays. Readers in Exeter Diocese 
have an annual renewal service at the 
cathedral, where new readers are 
often licensed for the first time. There 
is a quarterly journal and in the 
autumn 2009 issue and the spring 
2010 issue there are articles by 
readers about their experiences. 

Colyton Benefice has just, on 
February 22nd, lost its rector. Father 
Nicholas Edwards, who has been 
moved, after six years, to the Benefice 
of West Exe, at Exeter, with some 
20,000 residents. His former 
parishioners will be attending his 
Licensing Service at West Exe on the 
evening of March 8th. In other 
respects it will be business as usual at 
Colyton Benefice with the help of 
retired clergy, readers and other 
church officers. A new church office 
will be open every weekday morning 
on 01297 552307, with email and a 
new postal address. 


HONITON author Don Jones is 
celebrating after seeing his latest 
piece of work turned into a 
reality.

IT used to be the case that filling in a form and sending it to the is¬ 
suing office involved picking up a pen, exercising a little manual 
dexterity, folding, tucking the form into an envelope, adding a stamp 
and into the post box. Job done. 

From April this year H M Revenue & Customs are converting this 
paper process into an electronic process and for some of us there 
will be no choice in the matter - we will have to switch on our PC’s, 
get online, login and file the forms online. 

The reason for the change is quite simple really - if you file online 
the data is received, checked and processed by a machine that re¬ 
quires no training, does not take comfort breaks and is happy to work 
24/7 as long as you can maintain its power supply. 

Chartered Certified Accountant Steve Lincoln of Colyton’s CRW 
Accountants Ltd explains: “Every business in the UK that employs 
people and deducts their tax and National Insurance contributions, 
will need to submit their year end payroll returns online this year. 


Additionally all traders that register for VAT after 31 March 2010 
together with existing businesses with turnover (based on 2009 re¬ 
turns) in excess of £100,000 will have to file their VAT returns online 
from 1 April 2010 - in both cases there are likely to be penalties if 
you either fail to file online, or if you are late filing your return.” 
Anybody starting to get a nasty feeling about this? What if you live 
in an area where there is still no broadband access? What if you have 
no interest in computers or how they work? What do you do, rope 
in the children in the hope that you can dislodge them from Face- 
book long enough to file o nli ne for you? 

We leave the last word on this issue to CRW Accountant’s Steve 
Lincoln FCCA.“Providing you have internet access and reasonable 
computer skills you should have no problem signing up for online 
filing and dealing with the practical filing processes. However the 
clock is running out. As we approach the end of March more and 
more traders will be attempting to register and the access lines may 
get a little congested. Best to register as soon as you can. “Any 
“View From” readers who have concerns about how to register, or 
would like someone to guide them can call me for some free tele¬ 
phone support,” says Steve. 


So there you have it - fire up your computers or call someone who 
can do it for you. It seems yet again that the only winner is our Gov¬ 
ernment who have transferred yet another processing cost to the 
hapless UK business community!

Hoping ror 
spectacular 
spring show 

WELL, it’s a pretty miserable country scene as I 
write this column, with grey skies, drizzle and a 
misty, yellow-brown countryside, relieved only by 
the speckles of late flowering snowdrops. 

However, we are assured that as a result of the recent 
snows and frost we will enjoy, in a few weeks, a 
spectacular show of wild spring flowers, all emerging 
together and delayed by the unusual cold. Frankly, I 
can’t wait. I’ve had enough of this winter and look 
forward to some spring sunshine and warmth. 

Determined efforts countrywide to re-establish the 
water vole, the Ratty of The Wind in the Willows, are 
bearing fruit, following their near extermination due 
largely to the presence of mink; here, in our area, there 
is some hope that they will again become commonplace 
residents of our water systems. 

In May, last year, 150 captive-bred water voles were 
released to the downstream end of the Axe and nearby 
tributaries and post-release monitoring revealed mixed 
results. Whilst there were signs of the animals at all 
sites a few weeks after release, by the autumn there 
were no signs on two pond sites by the Nannies Water, 
a tributary of the Coly upstream of Colyton, while an 
ominous presence, a stoat, was seen working another 
site. 

By the beginning of the winter there were also no 
signs at the main river release site towards Whitford 
Bridge. However, all is not lost! Monitoring in early 
Febmary has revealed evidence of water vole use at all 
the four remaining sites, the best of which is the Seaton 
Marshes where most of the ditches hold water voles. 
However, the presence of two young otters could prove 
bad news for the voles! 

Now, mink in the area are still a major threat and if 
you could offer any help monitoring the mink rafts at 
various sites in the Coly and Axe catchments, which are 
used to trap mink, then please contact Mervyn 
Newman, Water Vole Project Officer on 07766 526209. 

A reminder that the local garden bird watch is due to 
take place over the week-end of March 6th and 7th and 
if you would like to take part a form can be obtained by 
emailing davidwalters@eclipse.co.uk or calling on 
07791 541744. The response last year was not exactly 
overwhelming, so let’s try and support the watch this 
year. The event takes place over the entire weekend and 
you are asked to count the highest number of each 
species you see in your garden. The results will be 
published in April. 

Meanwhile, I note that the sea-eagle row appears to be 
escalating. The RSPB and Natural England, for some 
perverse reason, seem to think that Suffolk would 
benefit from the presence of the massive raptors, eagles 
which have never been native to this part of England. 
The idea is that 20 young eagles will be released over 
six years at a cost of £600,000 and such is the 
opposition to this ridiculous idea, that local farmers and 
landowners have now erected posters bearing the slogan 
“Say No to Sea Eagles Here”. 

The birds are quite capable of killing lambs, dogs and 
cats, quite apart from destroying wildlife. In Scotland, 
where they have already been released, there are reports 
of lamb killing and angry farmers. I’m all for re¬ 
introducing a once native species, such as the red kite, 
but to introduce this huge predator into the Suffolk 
countryside seems to me to be quite absurd. However, I 
understand that NE and the RSPB are making it clear 
that any decision on this introduction will not be made 
without full consultation with interested parties. 
Personally, I don’t think the Suffolk skies are going to 
see an influx of these huge eagles.

The reflex 
is to seek comfort and and cosiness in things 
that reference the past. And as people stay at 
home more, stylish home comforts become 
more important.”

Rugby round-up

TORQUAY 23pts SIDMOUTH 25pts 

SOME years ago the powers that be discovered 
that battles against relegation can be equally as 
exciting and exhilarating as battles for honours. 
Most knew it already but, on this discovery, the 
idea of having no relegation from the Premiership 
lost support. The concept certainly still applies as 
the Sidmouth faithful found on Saturday last. 

The game at Torquay provided competitive 
rugby in the extreme. Physicality, running rugby, 
lead changing hands often and issue in doubt until 
the final minute, all combined to leave the specta¬ 
tors saying “phew”, or something rather stronger, 
at the whistle for no side. 

The sides’ respective strengths lay in different 
areas, with the home pack being larger, and the 
Sidmouth backs having greater potential for pen¬ 
etration. This statement was very much an over 
simplification however for the game twisted and 
turned as respective fortunes fluctuated. 

Sidmouth took the lead with a couple of Dan 
Retter penalties, the first as early as the second 
minute. They had their moments in attack also, 
and even crossed the home line, only to be 
brought back for a foot in touch. 

The Torquay pack were getting an edge in the 
tight however, and were picking and driving, and 
rolling the maul to good effect. Pressure mounted 
on the Sidmouth line and eventually the home out 
half dropped a goal to reduce the arrears. 

The Sidmouth backs threatened on a number of 
occasions in the half, with Chesterton and Seward 
both going close, but it was Torquay who took the 
lead, hacking on a dropped ball in the Sidmouth 
line and winning the touchdown race. Although 
the try was scored out wide, the extras were 


added, and Torquay led 10-6. 

Sidmouth responded almost immediately how¬ 
ever scoring an unconverted try through Lewry, 
after Seward had come off his wing and popped 
up in the midfield to make the extra man. It was 
very much “nip and tuck” however and the home 
side kicked a penalty just before half time and led 
13-11 at the halfway stage. 

Torquay’s forward momentum continued in the 
second half and they put distance between the 
sides by scoring a push over try that they convert¬ 
ed to take their lead to 20-11. 

At this stage, nine points adrift with twenty five 
minutes left, things looked bleak for Sidmouth, 
but they used their substitutions well. Matched 
came on to give some fresh legs to the back divi¬ 
sion, and Selway and Howells to shore up the rock 
face. These changes tended to negate Torquay’s 
edge forward and Sidmouth began to win more 
usable ball. 

The deficit was reduced on the hour by a Retter 
penalty goal and, a few minutes later an excellent 
try by Dare, after good work by Chesterton and 
Seward, following a turn over near halfway, took 
the visitors to within a point at 20-19. 

All was not done however for, with ten minutes 
left, a home penalty goal was responded to in kind 
by Retter. Then with just two minutes left, 
Torquay were awarded a penalty, only for the kick 
at goal to slide wide, and it was all or nothing now 
for Sidmouth. 

In a final attack, a break by Whelan almost put 
Seward in. He was tackled just short, but made the 
ball available. Quick possession came and Retter 
added a drop goal to his four penalties on the day. 
The final whistle sounded a minute later, although 


it seemed like twenty to the Sidmouth camp, and 
Sidmouth had claimed a win that gives them a 
very real chance of avoiding relegation. 

TORQUAY 3rd 5pts HONITON 2nd 64pts 

THIS was one of those games where one side is a 
little stronger than usual, while the other has one 
or two stalwarts missing. Visitors, Honiton, were 
very much in the ascendancy from minute one, 
and their dominance was maintained until the 
whistle for no side sounded.
